to this holy table. Some wzp- 
ters moued by theſe woꝛdes of 
S. Paule: He that catcth vawozthelpe 
of this bꝛeade and this wyne, eateth his otwne 
iudgement: they haue takẽ in hand 
to declare how a man map woꝛ⸗ 
thely vſe this Sacrament, And 
alter much debating,thep haue 
thus reſolued them ſelues: that 
ami hath than woꝛthelp eaten 
this bꝛead, whe he is in the Kate 
of grace. Ind paſſing on a little 
further, they haue erpounded & 
ſaid, that a man is than in ſtate 


of grace, when he is purged and 


clenſed of all moztall and vent- 


all ſinnes, Jn this ſozt they re⸗ 


ſolue 
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folue them ſelues.becauſe their 
ſtudpe is to vnderſtande akter 
what ſoꝛt ſynnes be purged, & 
howe a man map come into the 
ſtate ot grace. The weiters of 
theſe dapes be of diuers tudge- 
mentes touchyng this matter. 
Some ſay that through contri⸗ 
cion. confeſſion, and ſatiſfactt- 
on of wozkes, a man is purged 
from all ſinne, and doth deſerue 
the ſtate of grace. But when a 
ma doth diligently ſearch what 
is this meritoꝛious woꝛke of 
this great goodnes, thei do verp 
pil agree vpon the matter. Foz 
ſome lay that this ſatiſfactozye 
wozke is kaſtpng, accompanped 
with teares and pꝛaper. Other 
adde this and lay that our pꝛai⸗ 
ers mult be done with ſackcloth 
and other chaſtiſementes of the 
fleſhe. Others do ſape, that not

| only theſe woꝛkes be neceſſarye 
4# to deſerue the ſtate of grace: but 
alſo there muſte be almoſe, the 
whiche doth clenle a man from 
ſinne.

The furder we be ſeperafed fro * 
tie pure time of the Ipoſtles, fo 
much greater 1s the nomber of 
ſatiſfactions, and the thyng 1s 
ſo augmented, that mens con- 
ſciences be bꝛought into feare, 
erro!, and deſperation, and in 
them ſelues ſo confounded. that 
tyep know? not where to fpnde 
the beginning. nohertoꝛe a man 
is neuer certapne to do thele ſa⸗ 
tiſfactozy woꝛkes ſo perkectlpe 
that ye may deſerue to be in the 
tate ot grace: No moze there is 
no conſcience of anpe lpupnge 
man. be he neuer ſo holye, that 
ca allure Himſelf to be without 
tinne, pf he (hall beholde his 
me⸗ 
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re | merite, and the dignitic of his 


own w02kes. Let vs then leaue 
of ſuch encomberaunce of con- 
ſcience: and koꝛ the eatpng of 
the Loꝛdes ſypper, let vs folow 
the faction that was vied by the 
Apoſtles.

When our maſter had 
walbed hys Diſciples feete , he 
toke agayne his garmentes, ſat 
him down, and ſaid vnto them:

JJ 
then beinge loꝛde a maſter haue 
waſbed pour fete, pou ought al- 
ſo to walbe one anothers feete, 

becauſe 


ed. Che Chꝛtſtian in Chipſets 
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{-decanſe I haue geut you an er- 


ample, that as I haue done euẽ 
ſo do pe. The loꝛd hath now de⸗ 
clared v cauſe that moued hym 
to take in and ſo meane an en⸗ 
terpꝛiſe in the woꝛld. The Xpo- 
les did think. that Jelus chꝛiſt 
| ought to be the woꝛldly meſſias 

that wasloked foꝛ of Þ Fewes, 
that houlde be a kinge and mo- 
narche of the whole woꝛld. Our 
Loꝛde had often pꝛeached vnto 
them. that hys kyngdome was 
ſpirituall and not terreſtriall. a 
that they (hould not ſet their fe- 

licitte beneth in the earth. Foz 
to confirme therivze the trueth 
of this his pꝛechyng. he did this 
baſe and meane offyce to walhe 
his diſciples feete. Ind our loꝛd 
deferred this fact vnttll his laſt 
ſupper, fo2 that hys doctrpne 
f Gould be moze freſhe in memo⸗

rie in our mindes, being done at
